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in the hands of a public authority, 
an- authority that made his death 
possible. From this, said Weisberg, 
we have not recovered. 

Such a' breakdown carried over 
into the Warren Commission in- 
vestigation, the result being that 
the Federal government lied to the 
American people and consequently 
lost the respect of the public. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Weisberg stated em-

Weisberg Describes~Magic Bullet; 
Lee Oswald Not IJlhe Assassin

Few men have been as caustic 
and bitter towards public authority 
in the United States as Harold 
Weisberg showed himself to be dur- 
ing last Friday nights address at 
Albright Auditorium and later at 
Pandora’s Box. Mr. Weisberg was 
brought to Hobart through the ef- 
forts of Fred Sokol and the IFC to 
present some of the findings of 
his. own investigation of the War- 
ren Commission’s report on the 
assassination of President Ken- 
nedy. . 

Gross Misrepresentations 
After some prefatory remarks in 
which he noted that the present 
“college generation has been mis- 
represented in the press,” Mr. 

Weisberg got down to some much 
more serious misrepresentation 
concerning the evidence used by 
the Warren Commission in its in- 
quiry. Specifically, Mr. Weisberg 
stated that the Commission’s best 
evidence was either “ignored or 
misrepresented” in such a way that 
the “members of the Commission 
were fed a predigested pabulum” 
that conformed to the predeter- 
mined conception that Lee Oswald 
killed President Kennedy. Speak- 
ing mildly, Mr. Weisberg said that 
the performance of the Commis- 
sion^ staff (FBI, Secret Service, 

Treasury Department) which sup- 
plied the evidence was not admir- 
able. 

Society Must Function 
These statements led up to the 
more important point that society 
must function. Elaborating on this 
point, Mr. Weisberg noted how 
well American society functioned 
immediately following the assas- 
sination in- terms of presidential 
succession and national security. 

However, society as a functioning 
unit began to fall apart at the 
death of Lee Oswald while he was

phatically, “We must regain our 
national honor,” that the govern- 
ment must apologize by means of- 
a public court trial presentation 
and consideration of all the evi- 
dence linked with the assassina- 
tion. Mr. Weisberg said that this 
was more important than finding 
the real assassin or assassins. 

Oswald Not Assassin 
Mr. Weisberg firmly believes 
1 that Lee Oswald was not the assas>- 
sin and, furthermore, that no one 
man could have executed the crime. 

His conclusions are based on his 
own examination’ of the evidence 
that was either ignored or misrep- 
resented in the Warren Commission 
investigation. The explanation of 
some of this evidence, which is 
fully documented in his books 
Whitewash I — the Report on the 
Warren Commission and White- 
wash II— -The FBI— Secret Service 
Coverup, made up the bulk of the 
evening’s presentation. 

The most impressive piece of 
evidence that Mr. Weisberg pre- 
sented was an Associated Press 
photo, less than half of which was 
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published in the Commission’s re- 
port. Many photos, including this 
one, were only secondary consider- 
ations for the Commission; and yet, 
they supply some of the most con- 
clusive evidence that Oswald was 
not in the sixth floor window of the 
Texas School Book Depository 
where the Commission placed him. 
The AP photo shows a man who 
looks like Oswald on the ground 
floor entrance to the Depository. 
The Commission claimed it to be 
one Billy Lovelady, an Oswald 
look-a-like. However, though con- 
clusive evidence is lacking to prove 
that the man is Oswald, Mr. Weis- 
berg examined evidence supplied 
by the FBI which shows the man 
not to be the Billy Lovelady that 
the Commission claimed. 

Magic Bullet Explained 
Mr. Weisberg then spent con- 
siderable time explaining the gym- 
nastics of what he calls the Magic 
Bullet, the bullet that entered the 
back of Kennedy’s* neck making a 
larger wound than its exit in front, 


thten continuing on to hit Governor 
Connally in the back, smashing one 
of his ribs, then smashing his 
wrist, and finally lodging in his 
wrist. The bullet that the Com- 
mission claims followed this ob- 
stacle course is shown to be un- 
scratched and unmutilated. 

Mr. Weisberg elucidated on sev- 
eral other incongruencies: the ex- 
istance of three Dallas police radio 
logs, taped recordings of all police 
radio calls for the day of the assas- 
sination, that are different, contra- 
dictory selections purported to be 
complete; the fact that the day be- 
fore the assassination the FBI re- 
ported Oswald to be “alt right;” 
the impossibility of any man sight- 
ing and firing three shots accur- 
ately in the time period- that the 
Commission claims that Oswald 
did. 

Many of Mr. Weisberg’s state- 
ments reflected the bitterness he 
felt towards various investigation 
agencies and the sympathy he held 
for the victims of the Commission’s 
investigation. He told of a Secret 
Service intrigue with Oswald’s 
wife, Marina, in which she was 
promised a substantial income if 
she cooperated with authorities. 
Mr. Weisberg sees as a miscarr- 
iage of justice the questioning of 
Marina Oswald immediately after 
her husband’s death during which' 
she was coerced and “miserably 
abused.” 

Real Killers Cubans? , 

Finally • Mr. Weisberg, in re- 
sponse to one of the many ques- 
tions asked him, said that some 
evidence in his possession indicates 
that the real assassin or assasins 
may be Cuban refugees dissatis- 
fied over the Bay of Pigs invasion 
failure. This is now the subject of 
the New Orleans investigation be- 
ing conducted by that city’s district 
attorney and also the subject of 
one of Mr. Weisberg’® forthcoming 
books, Oswald in New Orleans — 
CIA Whitewash. 

More Books Coming 

In a preview of another book, 
Manchester Machiavelli — the Un- 
intended, Unofficial Whitewash, 
Mr. Weisberg voiced some harsh 
opinions concerning William Man- 
chester, Said Mr. Weisberg, if a 
Nobel Prize is ever given for in- 
accuracy, Manchester will win it 
for his own “bastardized Camelot,” 
The Death of a President. Mr. 
Weisberg’s chief objections to Man- 
chester’s account are based on 
Manchester’s own inaccuracies and 
on his dealing with -so much that 
is not even connected with the 
assassination.
